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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments pertain to the 
appropriateness of the final rejection. These arguments have been reviewed but are not well taken. Applicant argues that since the 
amendment of 4/12/02 was denied entry, Applicant is entitled to a non-final examination of the claims. However, when applicant 
submitted the Request for Continued Examination on 7/15/02, applicant submitted a completely different amendment than the 
amendment of 4/12/02. The amendment submitted with the Request of 7/15/02 does not result in the same claim language as the 
amendment of 4/12/02, even with respect to claim 59, to which applicant's arguments are primarily addressed. Accordingly, Examiner 
does not have any logical or legal basis for concluding that the amendment of 7/15/02 was ever denied entry. Accordingly, the 
Examiner's Office action of 8/13/02 was made final, and the finality of this action is sustained. 
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
